And imagination outlasts an- 
gér and those who can say noth- 
ing save ‘“‘no.’’

This would, of course, 
take her out of NATO. 

The Western Powers propose 
that East Germany, which is the 
Communist zone, be ‘‘neutral- 
ized.’’ It, too, would be ‘‘guar- 
anteed” by a treaty to which 
Russia would be a party. This 
would make the present Com- 
munist zone a buffer state be- 
tween the Russian satellites and 
the’ West. 

There will be a beginning. 

One fact is encouraging. The 
new rulers of Russia seem Cte 
rious about the rest of the world 

'. they indicate a desire to 
learn the real facts about it..:. 

They are proposing a world- 
wide trade plan. 

They don’t want war, , , “the 
bomb’”’ has given even the most 
belligerent pause. . .

The conferertve, he said, is unique. ... 
“We have but to stretch out our hand and 
the human race can enter an age of pros- 
perity such as never has been known. 
It is equally clear how utterly destructive 
must be the conditions of any conflict 
in which the great powers are engaged. 

. As long as Germany is divided, Europe 
will be divided.” 

He scored heavily by saying that in 
the Western zones of Germany all barriers 
were down, a federal government func- 
tioned, and occupation was at an end. 

He offered the Russians any one of the 
three Western plans—or a combination of 
them. 

This was a good start. 

Best of all was the mood of the Rus- 
sians. They came talking trade—on a 
global scale. And they did not appear in 
a truculent mood. They appear in a bar- 
gaining mood and if they are sincere, the 
world will soon know. 

What the morrow holds none may say.

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Sen. George May Save 
Georgia’s Two New Dams 


President Eisenhower has called a 
halt to work on more than 100 important 
river development projects, but plans for 
the Fort Gaines and Hartwell dams may 
not be affected. 

Senator Walter F. George has checked 
with the White House, the Treasury and 
the Budget Bureau, and has reported 
that he is confident that preliminary work 
on these two dams will go forward. Con- 
gress already has appropriated $3,000,000 
to begin work at Hartwell, and $1,800,000 
to get the Fort Gaines project underway. 

The President’s order to halt was in 
the name of economy, and based on the 
grounds that neither the cost nor the 
worth of many of the projects had been 
proven sufficiently. As Senator George 
pointed out, neither of these points are 
valid in the case of the Georgia dams. 

Hartwell dam is on the Savannah, and 
worth more than its weight in gold in con- 
trolling the flow of the river that feeds 
Clark Hill reservoir and the H-bomb plant. 
Fort Gaines dam and locks are on the Chat- 
tahoochee between Columbus and Jim 
Woodruff dam at the confluence of the 
Chattahoochee and Flint. It is another step 
toward year-round. navigation from the 
gulf to Columbus and-eventually Atlanta, 
plus its other useful aspects. 

Federal appropriations for river ‘im- 
provements, dams and work on harbors 
traditionally are pork-barrelling, patron- 
age projects. As such, the President is jus- 
tified in calling a halt to what may be 
wholesale waste of federal funds. 

Georgia rivers, however, are relatively 
virgin as far as federally sponsored im- 
provements are concerned. And as Sena- 
tor George has pointed out, the necessity 
for both Hartwell and Fort Gaines dams 
has been proven twice over.

Walton School Board 
Seeks to Reduce Costs 


With more than half its school 
tax money going for transportation, the 
Walton County board of education has 
announced a sharp change of policy. The 
board has offered school bus drivers a 
choice—either take a $50 a month cut or 
else sell the bus to the county and run it 
on a straight salary. 

In announcing the change of policy, 
school officials said the board decision is 
not reflection of school bus drivers. They 
say rather that the change is merely in the 
interest of good business, 

The Walton board believes that coun- 
ty ownership of the buses will be a money 
saver. Experience elsewhere in the state 
has shown that public ownership of buses 
is more economical than private or joint 
ownership. 

Operation costs are mounting. School 
funds are limited at the source. The pub- 
lic is scrutinizing every expenditure. It 
behooves every school board to study op- 
erations with an eye to reducing expense 
without cutting the quality of the serv- 
ice.

DAV Official Asks Support for House Bill 
To Provide More Atlanta VA Hospital Beds 


Atlanta — The veteran popula- 
tion of the Atlanta area has great- 


ly increased in the past five years, 
which means more veterans will be 


entitled to hospitalization at our 
VA hospitals. However, during this 


same five years’ our hospitaliza- 
tion facilities have been reduced 
approximately 60 per cent or some 
500 beds. 


Now with only 300 beds available, 
many disabled veterans are hav- 
ing to wait for a bed. Now there 
is a bill (HR-4916) in the House 
Veterans Affairs Committee that 
will provide for the construction of 
200 beds as additional facilities for 
the Atlanta VA Hospital, but there 
is a very slim chance of this bill 
becoming a law unless every dis- 
abled veteran will contact his con- 
gressman and call to his attention 
the great need for these beds and 
urge him to enact this bill now.

Imagine how it must make you feel to see a healthy 
and vigorous man walking along the street and to be able to say to 
yourself, “If it weren’t for me that man would not be walking along 


so briskly today.’’ 
Most doctors are able to say 
that about hundreds of people. Yet 


I've never heard a physician ex- 
press himself in that manner. I 
told a doctor once, ‘You've saved 
my life.”’ He replied quietly, ‘‘No, 
I didn’t really. Your life was 
saved because of the hundreds of 
devoted men who for centuries 
have made investigations in medi- 
cine. Some of thern worked under 
dangerous circumstances and in 
bewildering situations. Many of 
them died so you can live.” 


Policemen are able to look at 
persons who are now safe and se- 
cure because at a time of crisis 
they called attention to the on- 
coming automobile or they warned 
of the approach of a gun-crazed 
madman. Police in line of duty 
are every day endangering their 
lives that our lives may be safe. 

Lifeguards at swimming pools 
make rescue their business. ‘How 
many have you saved today?” I 
called jokingly to a beach life 
guard. That was years ago but I 
still remember the incident. ‘‘None 
today, thank God,”’ he called back 
to me. But nearby was a little, 
sunburnt boy who said, ‘‘He saved 
my life.”” The undertow had taken 
that small boy out beyond his 
mother’s reach. The lifeguard had

When I think of the doctors, the 
policemen, the lifeguards and 
many others who have been in- 
strumental in rescuing me from 
some fatal accident or sickness, I 
ask myself, “‘Was I worth saving?” 
That question is sobering and pene- 
trating. I hope I am worth all of 
the dangers other men have faced 
because of me. 

When Christ was on the Cross 
His enemies taunted Him with the 
words, ‘‘He saved others; himse! 
he cannot save’’ (Matt. 27:42). O 
course, He could have saved Him- 
self. When He set His face stead- 
fastly toward Jerusalem, He could 
have given a second thought to 
the matter and then turned Hig 
face just as steadfastly away from 
Jerusalem. But He didn’t. And be- 
cause He didn’t He lost His life, 
He endangered His life, and fin- 
ally lost it, so that we through 
faith might find life.

Is Visibly Greater 


GENEVA—The official build-up for the summit 
conference is almost certainly due for something

The layers of calculated—even if guarded—optimism seem pretty 
thick here, and need to be pierced if we are to see these talks in any- 


think like a realistic perspective. 

As the Big Four gather face to 
face for the first time in 10 peace- 
scarred years, the value of this 
“good try’? at negotiation can be 
hurt by expecting too much from 
it as well as expecting too little. 

I do not mean Geneva will be 
a failure. But the reason it will 
not be a failure is that its objec- 
tive is not over-ambitious. What- 
ever headway is made toward eas- 
ing any of the tensions of the cold 
war, toward resolving any of the 
deep differences between the So- 
viet Union and the West, it will 
be a very modest headway, itself 
subject to future negotiation. 

In all candor, the prospect of 
a stalemate is visibly greater to- 
day than it was before all the 
various spokesmen of the Big Four 
powers began issuing a series of 
preconference statements from 
Washington, London, Paris and 
Moscow. These statements have in 
no way narrowed the areas cf 
disagreement, and at some points 
have deepened them. 

Conceivably, the Kremlin may 
have tactically been adding ice to 
the cold war before taking some 
actions here to melt the ice, Sut 
at the outset of the discussions 
it seems to me these points need 
be kept in focus: 

1. In all the pre-Geneya prelim- 
inary diplomacy — most of it oral, 
public diplomacy — neither side 
has offered anything on any issue 
which the other side has seen as 
an acceptable accommodation.

can therefore be expected to lie 
down and roll over when the ne- 
gotiating begins. 

That is not the consensus here. 
The Soviet economy has always 
been tight. There is no slack in 
it. But the dominant view of those 
Western officials closest to the 
facts is that the latest economic 
stresses are not exceptional by 
Soviet standards. They believe that 
if the Kremlin were in serious 
trouble, Moscow would be closing 
in, not opening up, to Western 
travelers, that the Iron Curtain 
would be reinforced and the West 
entirely shut out.

Tourists, who stream through 
the Capitol these days in endless 
throngs, can find the two dead

This shift from a debating socie- 
ty to a more sober, sedate, prosaic 
board-of-directors sort of operation 
reflects the change which has 
come over our society and our 
government. 

Government began to become 
really complex and its infinite de- 
tails beyond the possible grasp of 


the individual member of Con- 
gress, no matter how energetic 
physically or how gifted mentally, 
when the great depression of the 
late 1920's and early 1930’s gripped 
the nation. Then it became nec- 
essary to devise measures — and 
in a hurry — to repair, renovate 
and re-invigorate our shattered 
economic mechanism, and this had 
to be done by many experts work- 
ing long hours in downtown offices. 

There was, not much time for 
debate by aguens, nor in fact 
was it possible always to get 
enough understanding of the prob- 
lems to explore them intelligently 
in debate. 


After the depression — and be- 
fore we really had completely re 
covered from that—came war, the 


Second World War, a vast enter- 


prise for us that stretched all 
over the world. For the necessary 
planning another huge army of eX- 
perts and specialists was neces- 
sary. We packed them together 1" 
temporary downtown offices. About 
all Congress could do was to ratl- 
fy their work and try to keep 
waste down to a minumum, an 
almost hopeless endeavor.

“I don’t think any are in serious 
condition.” 

Styron said the burns were 
caused from smoke billowing from 
flaming mucilage and other ma- 
terials in the plant. He said sim- 
ilar injuries, on a much smaller 
scale, resulted several years ago 
from a fire at a doll manufactur- 
ing plant.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. THEODORE VAN DELLEN 


Poisonous Effects 
Of DDT Exaggerated 


There are as many vicious 
rumors about the poisonous ef- 
fects of DDT going around as 
there were about the use of 
aluminum cooking utensils a 
generation ago. It is to be ex- 
pected that the whispering cam- 
paign against DDT will meet the 
same fate as that against alum- 
inum, as both were kindled by 
hysteria and not fact. 

Acute, uncomplicated DDT 
poisoning is a recognized con- 
dition but, so far, no one ever 
has died from this cause. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Wayland J. Hayes 
Jr.. in the American journal of 
public health, fatalities have oc- 
curred after swallowing DDT 
combined with other products, 
but in each instance, the other 
substance proved to be respon- 
sible. 

In one suicide in which DDT 
powder was used, possible in- 
volvement of other poisons in 
the compound was not excluded. 

This is a remarkable record, 
considering the tons of DDT 
used since its introduction 10 
years ago. But the opponents of 
this insecticide are not concen- 
trating their fire on acute 
poisoning. Their guns are fo- 
cused on the spraying of crops, 
done to kill pests. They are fear- 
ful that traces of this material 
finally reach our dining room 
table. 

This is true, but whether or 
not this represents a hazard re- 
mains a moot question. Studies 
have been made on the most 
popular items consumed at 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner in 
restaurants and _ institutions. 

Chemical analyses disclosed 
minute traces of DDT in every 
food. Fatty dishes and foods 
cooked in fat contained more be- 
cause DDT is soluble in oil, 
grease, and fat. 

But the proof of the pudding 


is in the eating. If DDT were 


as harmful as its enemies say, 
scientists and the public would 
have heard by now of cases of 
the various diseases blamed on 
the. insecticide. These include, 
polio, hepatitis, heart trouble, 
psychoneurosis, and even can- 
cer. 

Some workmen have been en- 
gaged in«the manufacture and 


formulation of DDT for eight or 
more years. Despite this ex- 
tensive occupational exposure, 
they are in good health. We may 
assume that these workers use 
adequate precautions.

STREAMLINING 


Up would come that bump of 
self-esteem on the top of your 
head, shoulders would be 
squared but relaxed and ele- 
gantly at ease.
